by the council as their representative. 

On May 28, Mr. Martin presented the city’s 
last and final offer to the association. 

1. The city would pick up the employees’ 
7% retirement deduction. 

2. The city would pick up the medical cover¬ 
age for existing employees dependents 
plus two additional future employee’s 
who might need dependent coverage. 

3. An increase of $25 in yearly uniform al¬ 
lowance (from $250 to $275.) This third 
offer was presented by Mr. Martin as 
exceeding the council’s guidelines. Mr. 
Martin was advised that the association 
understood the possible denial of this item 
and that it could be considered non- 
essential. 

The association held a meeting and voted 
unanimously to approve and accept the city’s 
last and final offer. 

A memorandum of understanding was sent to 
the Sierra Madre City Council in June, notifying 
that body that the association had accepted the 
offer. The council advised they would not accept

(The following statement from Siora Madre 
Mayor Clem L. Bartolai is the text of the City 
Council position presented at the Adjourned 
Council meeting and open public meeting of Wed¬ 
nesday, Aug. 10.) 

It was the intent of that meeting to explain 
the position of the City and how we arrived 
there as a result of the annual Meet and Confer 
process. It was also the intent of this process to 
promote full communication between the City 
and employees in regards to wages, fringe bene¬ 
fits and other terms and conditions of employ¬ 
ment. The discussions began in December of 1982. 

On August 9, 1983, the City reached agree¬ 
ment and executed and accepted a Memorandum 
of Understanding with the Sierra Madre Employ¬ 
ee’s Association. We are in the final phases of 
discussion of a management package but we are 
at impasse with the Sierra Madre Police Officer’s 
Association. A Memorandum of Understanding 
which has been executed but not accepted by the 
Police Officer’s Association provides the following: 

(1) The City of Sierra Madre will pay the 2Vo 
of mandatory 7% employee contribution 
to the Public Employee’s Retirement Sys¬ 
tem, effective January 3, 1983. The City 


additionally contributes on behalf of the 
employees, to a pooled account, an addi¬ 
tional 22.5Vt, This amounts to approxi¬ 
mately $45,(X)0 for the miscellaneous 
employees. 

(2) Dependent group insurance will not be 
provided to newly hired employees but 
will be available by employee contribu¬ 
tion at the time of hire. All existing em¬ 
ployees will retain their current level of 
dependent coverage at no cost to the 
employee. Two existing employees may 
change their dependent coverage as a 
result of a need to add dependent cov¬ 
erage. The current group coverage for 
dependents represents $3,475 per year. 
This fringe benefit has increased since 
the initial negotiations of the prior Mem¬ 
orandum of Understanding executed in 
January 1982, from a level of $1,787 
which represents a net increase in fringe 
benefits of $1,688 per year. 

(3) Effective July 1, 1983, modifications to 
to the group insurance coverage were im¬ 
plemented. The deductible for a new 
policy which was assumed by Lincoln 
National Life was increased from $100 to 
$200. The City’s previous carrier with¬ 
drew its coverage. The existing cover¬ 
age plus new benefits were extended 
but the deductible increased in order to 
reduce the new premiums by 8^«. Simi¬ 
larly, the dental plan was re-written with 
some modifications and improved. The 
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(The following statement from Larry Lutzow, 
president of the Sierra Madre Police Officer’s 
Association, summarizes the position presented 
at the Adjourned Council meeting and open 
public meeting on Wednesday, Aug. 10.) 

In November of 1982, the Sierra Madre 
Police Officers Association began negotiations 
with the City for 1983. Keeping in mind the 
council’s prior statement that across the board 
salary increases were prohibitive due to the current 
financial status, we did not request or discuss 
increases in salaries. Instead, we requested that 
the city pick up some of the payroll deductions 
for employee benefits. This would not raise the 
salary base, but would allow the employees to 
take home more money due to lessened payroll 
deductions. 

Through the negotiation process, we met with 
City Attorney Charles Martin who was appointed 


No gentlemen’'s 
agreement yet 


White-gloved gentlemen met with pistols at 
dawn. This characterized the Adjourned meeting 
of the City Council on Wednesday, Aug. 10, 
when an open public meeting was held to dis¬ 
cuss negotiations with the Sierra Madre Police 
Association. Only instead of dawn, the duel was 
held at 5 p.m. 

The combatants were Mayor Clem Bartolai 
and Negotiator Paul Barrett. Seconds—Charles 
Martin, who heads the negotiations for the City 
and the large group of orderly demonstrators 
who applauded their hero when he stated the 
position that the City Council had not acted 
in an “honorable fashion” when they failed to 
ratify the agreement negotiated between the two 
parties on May 28. 

The duelers were complimentary of each 
other’s gentlemanly behavior. However, they 
stood firm on their grounds that the duel must 
continue. 

The positions simply stated: the City has 
gone the limits of their financial resources and 
can’t give another inch. The police association 
maintains that through their efforts Sierra Madre 
enjoys one of the lowest crime rates in the state 
and the City has rewarded these achievements 
by offering one of the lowest salary packages in 
the San Gabriel Valley. And, in fact, the council 
is hiding behind a technicality of the law. 

Public attendance was not impressive. Possi¬ 
bly because Sierra Madreans are not comfortable 
“crossing the picket line.” The contained, but 
impressive crowd of demonstrators consisting of 
police families and friends carrying homemade 
posters filed in front of City Hall, heralding the 
meeting. The hot August sun offered little relief 
and comfort—the wafty fogs of dawn might 
have been preferred. 

The duel moved rapidly. There were no 


winners. There were no angry shouts from the ob¬ 
servers. The crowd dispersed rapidly. 

A few lingerers in the courtyard had con¬ 
flicting and interesting comments. “I wish our 
policemen would stay with the City longer. No 
one ever gets to know them. Perhaps we need 
to pay them more—but where can we get the 
money?” “They’re crazy 1 The employees know 
there isn’t any money. We. settled and we get 
paid less than they do.” “We’re going to shut 
them down!” “Facts and figures can tell any 
story you want them to—you can’t compare 
Sierra Madre with a city like South Pasadena. 
Our police departments aren’t even comparable.” 

The story will continue to unfold in the 
days ahead. Sierra Madre could well find itself 
without a police department or at best with mini¬ 
mum coverage. But in any event, the gentlemen 
will agree to be polite and gentlemanly.

A term often encountered on the label 
of a bottle of French wine Is "appellation 
controllee.’’ It Is actually the shortened 
form of "appellation d’origine controlle," 
which literally means a "registered au¬ 
thentic name." This phrase guarantees 
that the wine’s name has been officially 
recognized and the geographical designa¬ 
tion strictly established. Guaranteed as 
well are the grape varieties used to make 
the wine, the process of vinification and 
a specified minimum alcohol level. There 
have been times when the controls have 
been violated as In the Bordeaux scandal 
of 1973-4 but, for the most part, standards 
are preserved. 

Wine labels can be fascinating and 
can tell quite a bit about wine. French 
wines can tell you which region they are 
from, which vineyards they were grown 
In and much more. However, unless 
your high school French is very good, it 
Is sometimes difficult to distinguish these 
facts.

Campers seeking a 
spot to cool off for a 
few days should take note 
of a little-known beach 
just 3'/2 hours up the 
coast, where a number 
of interesting activities 
enhance the pleasure of 
sand and sea and surf. 

An old favorite of ours, 
Jalama (pronounced 
Ha-lah-ma), is a Santa 
Barbara County park 
located approximately 70 
miles west of Santa Bar¬ 
bara. It can be reached 
via Highway 1 toward 
Lompoc and the Jalama 
Road turnoff about 13 
miles from the point 
where the El Camino 
Real (1) diverges from 
101 to Lompoc and Van- 
denberg Air Force Base. 

The 15-mile winding 
road wanders through 
bucolic farms and cat¬ 
tle ranchos where deer, 
bobcats, quail, hawks 
and other wild creatures 
may be glimpsed among 
the oak-forested hillfr^ad. 
valleys. . 

The crest reveals, sud¬ 
denly and dramatically, 
the Pacific in all its ma¬ 
jesty, pounding at the 
feet of craggy bluffs 
whose buttresses sweep 
in a great crescent from 
Pt. Conception to Pt. 
Arguello — an artist’s 
and photographer’s 
paradise. 

Once quite isolated 
an unfrequented, Jalama 
has caught the fancy of 
local surfers and wind 
sailors, and its 98 sites 
can be filled come Satur¬ 
day. Mid-week offers 
more peace and solace 
for those who shun the 
madding crowd. 

Surf fishing, rock 
hounding, bird watching 
and beach combing for 
shells and driftwood are 
among the favorite pas¬ 


times for visitors. Many 
exceptionally fine fossil 
specimens have been 
found here and during 
February, March, Sep¬ 
tember and October, 
gray whales may be seen 
as they mig{>ate just out¬ 
side the surf zone. 

The site was once an 
ancient Chumash village 
and shell beads occasion¬ 
ally surface, after a high 

wind, to mark their pass¬ 
ing. 

The park includes a 
playground for children 
and horseshoe pit for 
adults. Park rangers are 
on duty to answer ques¬ 
tions and provide protec¬ 
tion and safety. A grocery 
and snack bar, open all 
year, also provides fire 
wood, sundries, fish bait 
and tackle, ice, beer and 

wine. 

Camping sites include 
areas for RVs, tenting 
and day picnicking, with 
piped water and rest¬ 
rooms available. Fees 
-range from J2 for day 
use to $6 for overnight 
stays. Special areas are 
set aside for youth group 
and organization use. 

Jalama’s moods change 
with the drifting sea fogs. 
Sometimes ferocious 
winds harry the waves and 
buffet the beach com¬ 
bers, but, for us, this 
only adds to the innate 
drama of the setting. 

We first discovered Ja¬ 
lama some 25 years ago 
and its magic has called 
us back again and again 
over all the years. 

Those who enjoy out- 
of-the-way places will find 
the magic too, at Jalama.

their May 28 offer. Instead they proposed: 

1. Pick up 2% employee retirement deduc¬ 
tion. 

2. A change in the medical coverage that 
would increase the medical and dental 
deductible. 

3. Refuse any increase in the uniform allow¬ 
ance. 

This was extremely upsetting to the associa¬ 
tion; a meeting was requested with the council and 
was held in mid June. The council indicated it 
would take the May offer under advisement. 
Subsequently, the association was notified through 
the council negotiators that there was no altera¬ 
tion of the council position and the counter offer 
stood. 

This position was not acceptable to the asso¬ 
ciation. It was further considered to be unethical 
bargaining practices. Through a technicality in the 
government code section 3303.1, a local public 
agency is the only bargaining sector that can 
“legally” not honor an agreement until it is signed. 

The association was informed: “This is the 
council’s position. The council is not prepared to 
make a statement at this time.” 

The City Administrator knew of the change 
of medical insurance carriers in January, but did 
not notify the association of the possibility 
until July and after the last and final offer. 

The City Administrator and the council have 
advised us that the requests by the association 
could not be granted due to a $170,000 budget 


deficit. 

For several years, the city council has relied 
on State and Federal bail out money as well as 
budget cutting to balance the budget. 

Each year they have been made aware of the 
fact that the State and Federal bail out money 
would steadily decrease until the money would 
no longer be available. 

In light of these facts, it would be reason¬ 
able to take action to be financially self sufficient 
rather than relying on depleted or non-existent 
outside financial sources. 

Three years ago, the council and its represen¬ 
tatives requested suggestions from the association 
on how to increase revenue. A list of suggestions 
was presented to the council through their repre¬ 
sentative as to ways to increase revenue. All of 
these items were legal under the dictates of Prop. 
13, authorized for implementation by state law 
and would not increase property taxes. 

To our knowledge, few if any of these addi¬ 
tional resources have been acted upon. 

The council has continued with budget cuts 
to such an extent that we have had to ask for 
donations and fund raisers to obtain the necessary 
safety equipment to properly continue our ser¬ 
vice to the community. 

It is the contention of the association that 
the city is not operating within its financial capa¬ 
bilities in so far as the police department is con¬ 
cerned. The Sierra Madre police are the lowest 
paid law enforcement agency in Los Angeles 
and Orange Counties. By San Gabriel Valley 
standards. Sierra Madre lags 8*1^0 behind Azusa, 
the next lowest ranking community as far as police 


department salary packages are concerned. 

Comparing four cost centers in the commu¬ 
nity, the police department operates with an ex¬ 
tremely low allocation: 

Cost Center Allocation* 

City Hall $82.49 

City Crew $331.32 

Library $74.86 

Police Department $38.09 

•per man hour in service to the community (costs 
include materials, supplies and labor but exclude 
facilities). 

It is the contention of the association that the 
council needs to look at priorities and utilize its 
abilities to levy new taxes, e.g. utility, retirement. 

The police association is concerned that the 
City Council is not responding to their resource 
allocation responsibility, but rather are being reac¬ 
tionary to the politics of the community in the 
budgeting process. 

The police association is not asking to be the 
highest paid in the County or the San Gabriel 
Valley—nor have they ever. In fact, the association 
fully accepted the council position following the 
passage of Prop. 13 that a 5% lag may need to be 
a reality. Because of the size and resource limi¬ 
tations of the City this was understood and ac¬ 
cepted. 

Sierra Madre has been a training ground for 
police officers. Average hirings are two per year. 
The City sends new hires through the Academy 
for 3 months and pays for substitute coverage 
during the training period. These newly trained 
officers begin to respond to flyers for other op¬ 
portunities as soon as their training is completed.
